It seems that although he has worked in the comic 
indiisnx for over 42 years no one has ever met Lomax face to face 
(he has his pages hand delivered by a 6 11” circus midgetl After 
getting Don to agree to he interviewed, Bortzoii found herself on 
a trek of truly epic proportions to meet' the famed CARtoonist. 
She was taken from Petersen Publishing (home of CARtoons) 
blindfolded by Lomax's idiot savant midget to a stately mansion 
somewhere in northern Van Nays. There the h find fold was 
removed and she was told to put on a huge, fiberglass costume 
resembling the Mr. Planters peanut man (complete with top hat).

At this point a look qf anticipatory terror strikes the faces of the 
Polynesian!Canadian golfers, A tense silence grips the air as 
Lomax rigidly slides his bowl of tortoise neck soup aside and

BORTZOII -: I suppose the best question to start out with is how 
you got involved with comics. And of course, CARtoons 
specifically.,? 

LOMAX: Well, I just went about it the way a lot of cartoonists do. 
After high school I applied at the Petersen Publications Cartoon 
and Graphic arts college. They turned me down... the standards 
were pretty high back then Bur I just kept applying every year 
while 1 worked m my uncle s glue and bagel shop. Finally back in 
l 7S Dennis Ellefson (current editor of CARtoons magazine) 
became Lord High Chancellor of Student Applications at 
Petersen. 1 had known Dennis from when he was my scoutmaster 
in Monrovia. California. 


LOMAX: Yeah. I guess so. But bey it pays the rent, eh? 


BORTZOII,: So Ellefson got you into CARtoon school ? 
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LOMAX: Well, vvhut happened is that on the dav he was sup- 
posed to process my appheation and interview' me, he was found 
by the higher-ups at Rfctersen to have been practicing unsound 
activities.

BOKTZOIL: Gosh, when do you find lime to work? 

LOMAX: Oh, I work in my sleep.

You mean all those great CARtoon stories 
were actually written by YOU!I? 


LOMAX: Yeah. A lot of 'em anyway. But don’t get me wrong, 
Dennis gave me a lot of guidance and a hcck of a lot or pencils. 
He’s a very shrewd businessman... you don’t get to be one of the 
highest paid editors in Watts Tower by being a schmuck! 


BORTZOIL: Your stories have a lot of dramatic quality to them.
